That interfered 
with the Ambition of theft men, who were 
relblved to have all the power to themfelves| 
CO admit of no fliarer. They would Icarce 
take in the King himftlf ; Even He complain- 
ed, liiey were too hard for him , in the lad 
verft of this Chapter. J am veak this Juj ,

But he did all chat he could. He difdaim- 
ed, he detefted the wicked fa£t ; He curfl the > sm.a. >i,

fi>i Jtner , and to fliew aH pofEble figns of 
ic,~ by renting their cloches ; and putting on

the reft. In this mournful array they attend- 
ed hinx to. his grave. The King followed 
him weeping , and aH the people wept with him,

ift Scripture a Record which God hath gi-

6ther.. And yet whereinfoever they differ, if 
their caft exceed our's in fome le^fts, it is 
exceeded by our's in fo. many more, as Biay 
ftfliciencly juftifie us ,. and oblige us to. the 
Hke Lannentatton. 

Only batirffi this one Circunmance, jrf- 
iter's high birth arid quality , being a Prince 
«f the bleod, and fo nearfy allied to King, 
Vayid.i (which, together with fome othet 
^blie confidetatjons, might well oblige D/i. 

yii. 
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vid himfelf to be prefent ac his FuncraJ. This 
we have no realoa to expert of our King, 
who hath done in other relpe£ts more than 
Vivid coiild or durft do for Jkntr. But wa- 
ving this,) we have all other Conflderati- 
ons, fonne greater than what God's people 
had in my Text, to weep and weep again, 
in our private and in our public Lamenta- 
tions. 

' Firft, the Perfon, and his Perlonal Acconi- 
plilhments, were filch, as, though I wouldnot 
compare them with Anert ; yet I would not 
kflen him by declining the Comparilbo. 
They were very confiderable in his rank. 
He was a great bleOing to this place , and 
will be fo undnflood, as all God's Bleffings 
are, by the lofs of them. 

But Secondly, for the Kind of our lofi, foe 
the things that he indured , for the manner 
in which he was brought to it , for the- 
Treacheiy and Barbarity of it; Thefe thit^ 
. are fo fer above all that were in jAiur's 
cafe , that we cannot admit them into the 
comparifon.

But for our's , they are un- 
known. We ate yet to inquire for them , 
and we have reafdn to fear we may find them 
too late, and yet too (bon. 

Laftly, For the Conleqiiences, i (ball fhew 
you how the King hath lamented it ; and how, 
befides all that we have done, we ate yet to do 
if fi) as to make the beft of out lofi j To fow in 
Tears that we may teap in Joy. That is the: 
End and Benefit of out Lamentation. 

Fitft of the Pctfon, I muft crave leave to 
fay ib much as may juftiiie the public Euiow 
upon the account of an Eittaotdiaaty lofi. 
Aid being my felf particularly concerned in it, 
I may be allowed to fpeak with the more &ee- 
dom.

But what he Had, he kid it <*ut .as Partnei 
with his Friend, and fo improved i^ till Be 
had wherewith to live like himfelf. And then, 
he that was never bred to aTrade, needed no« 
be pcrfivaded to oaie himftlf pf it. He fouiid o- 
thei bulinels niore ecuiat toKts.SouI : Which' 
having praflifed at faft, with his other era- 
ploimeat , aieerwards he withdrew ftom all 
other bufinels to thisi Me dedStated him/elT 
wKoUy to it ^ made his Country lus; Family,, 
this Patifli MB Wife and Children ; attended 
wholly to' their good ^ to keep up I^avlr, and 
Tuftice, and Safety .and Liber^ j to' lave othets^ 
from violence and wrong, to reAice them fton* 
diforder andidlenefi. 

He was perhaps the N&n of our Age, tbkc 
did the mo^ good in that Station^: I ITiould' 
hot doubt of it, having t> great an Atjthon.

Sir EdmundGoiHrey Utoikttit thkft Jufike 
offPetcemthis^ngiem, 

He. knew what he- had reafon to enpeftr 
would come of this , the emiilatioo even of 
good Mcn,for they are but men. Andheftew- 
ediiis owninfiimity in.this, thatfbmetiihes he 
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WIS troubled at it. Butforochers, hcdelpifed 
- whatfoever they thought or faid. He knew be- 
fore hand the price of doing his duty, how ma- 
ny ill men be muft difpleale^ what Scoffi and 
Genfiires he ttiuft indure, what hazards he liiuft 
nui. And this was all he expe^ed for his la- . 
bopr. 

■, He thought it wpttk the while, to lufler this 
for God's Gloty and the PublicGood. Tis vuU 
gar Virtue that put^ men only upon lafe good 
things. Tis Virtue in its Perfection, when one 
dates do well, and fuffer for it. And of this 
degree, he fliewed fome as gr«t proofi , as 
perhaps have been given in our days. 

In the Plague-time, whowould have done 
as he did? not only coftay here, but to expole 
himfelf upon every Occafion. It was much 
toifldurcthevety Air; that, befides its own 
Putre&aion , was filled with the fteams of 
ib many thoufands of dying-breaths. It was 
ftarfill' to lee and hear the moiunfiil Objeds 
and Cries that went hourly every-where about 
tfaeftreeL ItwasadefperatetliingtoFlefhand 
Blood, toconverlewiththem,andtobeinthe 
midftofthem. God knows, when I am cal- 
led to this, how I {hall perform it j But he did, 
'wfaat4 have even tremlued to hcaij Hefedfo
